He has a Train of Ar- 
tillery of 6 heavy pieces of Cannon, 6 great and 
many {mall Mprtars to throw Granadoes, and a 
confiderable Quantity of Ammunition ; but the 
Enemy having reinforc’d the Garrifon to 2000 
Men, ‘tis believ'd the Place will nox be fo eafily 
taken as they imagine. They write from Lerida 
that the Duke of Orleans’s Army was to feparate 
the 1d of this Month, fo that his Royal Highnefs 
is thortly expected here. The King has | fenc 
Orders into Galicia to raife four new Regiments in 
that Kingdom, and “tis thoughr that the like will be 
done in Andalufia and in Caftile.

to the Subjects of it, and that his Holinefs bas ac- 
Knowledg'd his Majefty by thefe Words, The King 
our Worthy Son Charles If, The Prince of St, Se- 
verino has taken Poffeflion of the Office of firft Ju- 
rifconfalt of this Kingdom even to the third Gene- 
ration, and his Vicar-General bas taken tbe Oaths 
inthe Hands of our Viceroy. The Brother of the 
Prince of Monteleone bas been declar’éd a Rebel by 
the foand of Tramper, for his being atually in the 
Service of the Enemy: And ‘tis faid that a Refo 
lution is taken to confilcate the Eftates of al) fuch 
as have whthout Leave departed the Kingdom fince 
the arriveof the Imperialifts ; which will bring 
in vaft Sums of Money into the King’s Treafary, 
even enongh to maintain the Forces now on Foor, 
Who amount to 14000 Men, among whom are 9000 
Germans. We are already recruiting our Troops ; 
to which end 400 Men are Very Day expeted from 
Pefcara, A Conlul from the Queen of Great Bri- 
tain is arriv’d kere,and Cardinal Grimani bas receiv’d 
bim with great Marks of Civility. The Inhabi- 
tants of Rages have brought his Eminence ihe 14 
‘lcons,, woich that Recublick pays Yearly as a 
Tnbuieto the Crown of Spuin. A great Train of 


Artillery is preparing here to be {ent to the Frontiers 
of the Ecciefiattical Srare. Two English Privateers 
have brought 1: here a French Prize and the Com-* 
manders of chofe Privatcers report, that a Detach- 
ment of the Fleet of the Allies will come hither in 
avery thort time to take on board fome Troops and 
Ammunition for the intended Expedition againft 
Sicily. Our iaft Advices from Palermo fay that the 
Viceroy of Sicily had been very ill, but was now 
on the mending Hand : That the raifing of the 10Re- 
gimeents of Foot went on but flow, becaule the Sicilians 
are not over-wiiling to ferve the prefent Government;
